1. Full sovereignty over t h e

3. Full authorly to review any 
or all of the democratic reforms 
instituted by the occupation, in­ 
cluding such reforms as equality 
of women, farm land ownership 
and the purges.

A DAY FOK LOVERS 
WHETHER you receive a mushy, gooey, 
ornate valentine, or the satiric kind, don’t 
blame it on old St. Valentine because he 
was just an innocent bystander. B l a m e 
Lupercus. the husband of the foster-mother 
of Romulus and Remus, after whom the 
city of Rome was named. 
St. Valentine was just an innocent by­ 
stander who was substituted for the feast 
of Lupercalia in Rome when the reform 
element crept it. Since that time he has 
been the patron saint of lovers the world 
over, when actually he was an early Rom­ 
an bishop who was unfortunate enpugh to 
have been martyred on February 14. 
One committee, for the feast of Luper­ 
calia, came up with a new idea—a “lover’s 
lottery.” This was enthusiastically partic­ 
ipated in by many of Rome’s better look­ 
ing girls and amorous swains. The names 
of the girls were placed in a box and the 
young men were given the opportunity of 
drawing a partner for the festivities. 
Later an effort was made to substitute 
names of saints for girls in the lottery, and 
because February 14 was the anniversary 
of the death of St. Valentine, the feast was 
named after him. 
The first Valentine was brought to Amer­ 
ica from England during colonial d a y s . 
Words on the cards, hearts and what-have- 
yous have varied with the times, but the 
sentiment remains the same. 


RUSSIAN AIR POWER 
MANY comparisons of R u s s i a n and 
American air power are based on statistics 
which include U. S. planes still on paper. 
While Russian jets are shot down in Ko­ 
rea, military experts say Soviet fighters 
would be a formidable obstacle to Ameri­ 
can bombers that tried to soar over Russia. 
Russian design keeps pace with that of oth­ 
er nations, including the U. S. At least one 
Russian jet flies faster than the speed of 
sound. 
One of America’s air experts is convinc­ 
ed Russia has enough long range bombers 
to deliver a sudden and devastating attack 
on the United States. These bombers ap­ 
proximately B-29s. Fueled by flying tanks, 
they might make a round trip from Russia. 
They lack the range and bomb capacity of 
U. S. B-36s, but they will suffice for Mos­ 
cow’s purpose and they have been produc­ 
ed in quantity. 
When American planes now on p a p e r I 
take to the air, this country will have a 
better air force than Russia, both quan­ 
titatively and qualitatively. Experts d i s- 
agree on the length of time n e e d e d to 
achieve this result, but it is placed at two 
years by most. Initial phases of the huge 
production program are getting under way, 
but many months will elapse before pro­ 
duction leaches formidable levels. 


Columbia university is where I started 
on this travail of writing some 30 years ago 
and I am fond of it and loyal to it. 
It is a big place with all sorts of activ­ 
ities, about which no one can know every­ 
thing. For instance, there is a place there 
called “communication materials center,” 
which issues Columbia university educa­ 
tional films. This office has issued a cata­ 
logue of films on Russia. 
Why the university is in the film busi­ 
ness, I do not know, but I find that Amer­ 
ican universities spread like t o a s t e d 
cheese. To all this, I can only say that if 
Columbia can make a buck, that is all to 
the good in these times. 
However, I read this in the catalogue of 
films: 


“ ‘Election Day In The USSR* 
“How elections are carried out in the 
USSR by direct suffrage and secret ballot. 
The film begins with an appeal by Stalin 
on Feb. 9, 1946, for a full vote on election 
day. The camera has recorded farmers, 
actors, soldiers and travelers across the 
breadth of the Soviet Union as IOO million 
people go to the polls. Provides an ex­ 
tremely interesting 
glimpse at election 
methods in the Soviet Union.” 
Now this is straight Soviet propaganda 
and is based on the lie that there is an 
election in Russia. How can there be an 
election if only one set of candidates is per­ 
mitted on the ballot ? An election involves 
a choice. How can there be a choice with 
only one list of candidates? 
I find no record as to who produced this 
film. 
Some other interesting titles in the cata­ 
logue are “One Day In Soviet Russia,” 
“Peoples Of The Soviet Union,” “Rebirth 
Of Stalingrad,” “Spotlight On The Bal­ 
kans.” 
It is obvious from the explanatory notes 
that all these films are designed to show 
off Russia as a wonderful place of happy 
folks, with the imprimatur of Columbia 
university, as though the university has 
taken the pictures and approved of them, 
which is not so. 
Why do American universities engage in 
this sort of thing? If the Russians want to 
do propaganda in this country, let them do 
it in their own name and under their own 
auspices. For instance, look at this one,

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JESUS MEETS HUMAN NEEDS 


HE THOUGHT OF THE PEOPLE AS SHEEP 
WITHOUT A SHEPHERD 


Scripture— Mark 6:7—7:t3. 


By NEWMAN* CAMPBELL 
COMPASSION ie a beautiful 
word. It means sorrow or pity 
excited by the distress or misfor­ 
tunes of others. 
In spite of the cruelties And 
terror borne by so many people 
In the world today, there is so 
much blessed compassion which 
manifests itself in sending' food, 
c l o t h e s , encouragement of all 
kinds to those in distress in other 
lands. 
When we know of such ae ta­ 
in which the Chnstiar. church has 
a leading part—we take heart and 
feel that eventually the powers of 
good will surely prevail over those 
of brutality, and we can yet all 
be brothers in God. 
Our lesson begins with Jesus 
calling to Him the twelve disciples 
—afterw ards apostles—and send­ 
ing them out tw o by tw o to 
preach, and g i v i n g them the 
power to heal. 
They were to dress simply, and 
to depend upon the hospitality of 
those to whom they brought the 
gospel for f o o d and place* to 
sleep 
The disciples did as they were 
told, and “they preached that men 
should repent, and they cast out 


until the disciples came to Him 
and told Him that it was meal­ 
time, and the people should be 
told to go and find food for them­ 
selves. 
Jesus said, "Give ye them to 
eat." How? asked the disciples, 
as they had little m o r e y, and 
there were five thousand people 
in the multitude. 
Jesus told them to go and see 
how much food they had, and 
when t h e y reported only five 
loaves and two small fishes, Jesus 
told the people to sit down in 
orderly fashion 
When they did so, He "brake 
the loaves, and gave them to His 
disciples to set before them; and 
the two fishes divided He among 
them. And they did all eat and 
were filled," and there were twelve 
baskets full of fragments and of 
fishes left over! Always as Jesus 
brake the bread there was more 
which grew' in Jesus' hands. 
After this miracle, the disciples 
took boat to go to Bethsaida on 
the other side of the sea, but 
Jesus Himself went up into a 
mountain to pray. 
When He came down to the 
I shore He saw the disciples trying 
i nard to row against w i n d and

many devils, and anointed with 
oil many that were s i c k, and 
healed them.” 
King Herod—he before whom 
Jesus was to stand trial—heard 
about Jesus (for Him name wa* 
spread abroad!, and he said it 
was John the Baptist m en from 
his grave. 
Herod, you remember, had John 
beheaded at the b e h e s t of his 
wife’s daughter. Salome (whose 
m other hated John!. Herod did 
not want John killed, but he had 
promised Salome anything s h e 
asked for because her dancing 
had pleased him. 
When the disciples returned to 
Jesus from t h e i r first mission, 
they were tired, and there was no 
rest for them in Capernaum, as 
the crowds followed them every­ 
where. giving them no time even 
to eat. So Jesus suggested that 
■they go to a quiet place and rest 
They went by ship, but people 
saw them go and hurried on foot, 
until, when Jesus and His friends 
landed, they were a g a i n sur­ 
rounded. 
Jesus wa* “moved with com­ 
passion” for the crowd, whom he 
regarded as sheep without a shep­ 
herd. and He preached to them 


waves. Jesus walked toward them 
on the water, and they thought 
He was a spirit, and cried out, 
"Immediately He t a l k e d to 
them, and saith unto them, ‘Be 
of good c h e e r : it is I; be not 
afraid'.” 
And when Jesus got into the 
ship, the wind ceased, and, as 
well as they knew Him and His 
power, they were amazed, b u t 
they did not recognize Him until 
they landed on the other shore. 
Then they "ran t h r o u g h that 
whole region round about, and be­ 
gan to carry about in beds those 
that were sick, where they heard 
He was. 
“And w’hithersoever He entered, 
into villages, or cities, or country, 
they laid the sick in the streets, 
and b e s o u g h t Him that they 
might touch if it were but the 
border of His garment: and as 
many as t o u c h e d Him were 
healed.” 
We hate not space to tell of 
Jesus' rebuke to the Pharisees 
and scribes who complained that 
Jesus’ disciples did not observe 
Jewish customs. The t e a c h e r 
should tell of it. however, lf there 
is time, pointing out what hypo, 
cntes these men were. 


Helpful Hints 


To Taxpayers 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 — The 
Internal Revenue Bureau warns 
taxpayers particularly to beware 
of ‘‘crooks and phonies*’ in the 
business of making out income 
tax returns, and in no case to 
sign a return and leave it to a 
professional to make out a n d 
mail. 
A 
lot of people 
have lost 
money this way. Th* operators 
•who got them into t r o u b l e , 
meanwhile, have usually escap­ 
ed punishment, because the man 
who signs a return is the fellow 
responsible under the tax laws. 
The advice to taxpayers is 
this: Either ask your internal 
revenue collector or his repre­ 
sentative to help you with your 
return, or go to some reputable 
attorney or accountant. Bureau 
officials say the shadowy oper­ 
ators often do a booming busi­ 
ness in one place for about two 
years, and then they have to 
skip.

None of this is r e l a t e d to 
scholarship 
It used to be that 
our universities devoted them­ 
selves to the search for objective 
truth.

checked their data, wrote pain­ 
stakingly and taught lnspiringly. 
Today, many professors com­ 
pete for popularity and 
prefer 
the glamor of being modern to 
the restraints of being truthful. 
In courses in history, 
politics, 
government and the social sci­ 
ences generally, too many pro­ 
fessors 
tend 
to be so current 
that they are even journalistic. 
Thus, they miss their vocation 
and do not contribute much to 
knowledge. In addison, rn a n v 
universities have too many side­ 
shows. like this film exchange 
that I am describing. They be­ 
come involved in operating bus­ 
inesses 
and 
pushing 
agencies 
that have to pay their way. 
It would seem to me that the 
only 
justification 
a 
university 
could have for promoting films 
would be if they were taken un­ 
der the supervision of the uni­ 
versity and v ere related to the 
advancement of human knowl­ 
edge. 
This is little advancement of 
human knowledge in propagan­ 
da for Joe Stalin.
